Hancock, that the a l l o t ­
ment of one h a l f the gross co l lec t ions of r eg i s t r a t i on fees from a l l 
motor vehic les and motor cycles reoeived from the severa l counties 
of the State by the State Highway Department from the f i r s t of March 
to the f i r s t of September, he granted, and that vouchers be issued fo r 
amounts payable to the County Treasurer of each of such counties, and 
i n the amounts named as per report of the hook keeper f i l e d as of 
September f i r s t , and that said vouchers be remitted to the County 
Treasurer i n the manner as provided by law. Motion ca r r i ed .
